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RESPONSE TO SPECIES ELECTION REQUIREMENT UNDER 35 U,S.C. § 121 

In response to the Species Election dated December 22, 1999 (Paper No. 1 1), the period 
for response to which has been extended through March 22, 2000 by the accompanying two 
month extension of time. Applicants hereby elect Species A (restenosis) while traversing the 
restriction requirement. With regard to the traversal of the restriction requirement, Applicants 
respectfully assert that the Office Action has not met the burden of establishing that the species 
of the restriction are patentably distinct. Furthermore, the Office Action has not established that 
an undue burden would be placed on the Examiner if required to search the claimed species 
together as opposed to separately.
